mendations arc- at politically ex- 
pedient and changes them," Ben- 
son said, "I'm not going off in a 
corner r.iul sulk. I'll administer the 
program Congress enacts to the 
best of my ability, so long as the 
President wants me to do thnt." 


If 
Benson's 
recommendations 


would much change or in any way 
diminish present

Congress is very likely to reject 
them. The House Agriculture Corn- 
mil tee hits just completed a scries 
of hearings in vai ious parts of the 
country.
